THE SILVER DEBATE. 


The General Drift of Argument on the 
Silver Question in Congress Gathered 
from the Daily Speechmaking on the 
Subject. 





IN THE HOUSE. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—The silver debate 
was resumed yesterday after the reading of the 
journal and Mr. McCreary (dem., Ky.) took 
the floor in advocacy of the repeal of the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman act. An extra- 
ordinary financial situation, he said, had in- 
duced the president to convene the congress in 
extra session. They all agreed that the pres- 
ent trouble was widespread, far-reaching and 
full of peril to the whole country. They agreed 
eiso that it was their duty as representatives 
so find a remedy. It might be that 
the Sherman act, so-called, was the 
prime cause of the trouble. It might be that 
the fluctuation of silver in Europe, the shrink- 
age of values in many parts of the world, the 
failure of Baring Bros., had helped to bring 
about the serious monetary condition which 
now existed. He had voted against the pas- 
sage of the Sherman act. ‘That act had beena 
colossal failure and acurse. The purchasing 
clause of the bill should be immediately re- 
pealed and unconditionally. Let the free- 
coinage bill stand on its own merits. He was 
not in favor of holding the Sherman act as a 
hostage of the free coinage of silver. He was 
heartily in favor of the Wilson bill. Let the 
purchasing clause be repealed, and then 
other legislation would follow. The Wil- 
son bill did not domonetize silver or strike 


“out the double standard. We (Mr. McCreary) 


was here as afriend-of silver and not as its 
enemy. He wasin favor of international bi- 
metallism. He was in favor of the repeal of 
the Sherman act because this action would be 
the best that could be done to help on an inter- 
national agreement. The United States could 
not afford to adopta free-coinage policy now. 
The only path to free coinage was through in- 
ternational agreement, aud the only way to 
reach that path was to repeal the purchasing 
clause-of the Sherman act. As a bimetallist 
he did not wish to see this country relegated to 
a Silver busts. 

Mr. Bland inquired why the international 
monetary conference had postponed its meet- 
ing from May until November. 

Mr. McCreary replied that it was postponed 
to allow the policy of bimetallism to grow in 
England. It had been postponed in the inter- 
est of bimetallism. 

Mr. Bland asked whether the gentleman had 
said thatthe meeting of the conference had 
been postponed for the purpose of demonetiz- 
ing silver in this country. 

Mr. McCreary—I decline to yield to the gen- 
tleman if he insists upon misrepresenting my 
position. 

Continuing his speech, Mr. McCreary ex- 
pressed his regret that the question of a change 
of ratio retween gold and silver had been in- 
jected into this discussion. He had no sym- 
pathy with those who now desired to change 
the ratio from 16 to 20-to-1. The first duty of 
congress was to act without deiay. Repeal the 
purchasing clause of the Shermanact. The 
second duty was to let free coinage alone for 
the present. Its third duty was to stand by @ 
patriotic president in his efforts to advance the 
prosperity of the people and the welfare of the 
nation. 

Mr. Catchings (dem., Miss.) said he would 
vote forthe unconditional repeal of the pur- 
Chasing Clause of the Sherman act and be 
would vote against any proposition. directly or 
indirectly, looking to the free coinageof silver 
in this country at this time at any ratio that 
could be suggested. He had come tothis de- 
termination after careful consideration and 
after careful study of the Chicago platform. 
It had been said tnat no democrat could vote 
against free coinage. He was a democrat. 
His democracy was as good as that of anyone 
on this floor. and he would not allow any man 
to question it. He wasin favor of the repeal 
of the purchasing clause of the Sherman act, 
because it would tend to restore confidence. 
He would go further and say that it would re- 
store confidence and unlock the money that 
had been hoarded up. 

Mr. Livingston (dem.,Ga.) said there was no 
reason why men should not rise above partisan: 
ship and discuss the disposition of the pending 
question as sensible men and patriots. He fa- 
vored bimetallism, and the plain question now 
presented was between a single gold standard 
and bimetallism. The Chicago platform had de- 
nounced the Sherman act aga ‘cowardly make- 
shift... A makeshift for what? For a single 
gold standard? No. A makeshift for the free 
coinage of silver. The bill for the repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman act did 
not place the democratic party where the Chi- 
cago platform proposed to leave it. He 
denied that the purchasing clauss was 
responsible for the present financial 
trouble. Years ago the farmers had come 
to congress asking for relief and they had 
been greeted as ‘‘calamity howlers.”’ He had 
then predicted to the present governor of New 
York that within two years the “calamity 
howlers’’ would come from another quarter. 
Who was now howling for relief? The farm- 
ers? They had ceased to be howlers. 
Tne howl now came from the banks and the 
bankers. It was now proposed by placing the 
United States on a single gold standard to put 
this country into the hands of a re- 
ceiver and tum it over to England. 
The money men and the business men of 
England were getting shaky, and they said 
now that this gold craze had taken deeper root 
than they had expected. He made the predic- 
tion that if the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act were repealed the price of products 
inthis country would not be increased. The 
gentleman from Kentucky (Mr. McCreary) had 
spoken in favor of an international monetary 
conference. Why not have an interstate mone- 
tary conference? “He that provideth not for 
those of his own household hath renonnceg the 
faith and is worse than aninfidel.” | 

He would hail with delight a proposition that 
the governor, the secretary and treasurer of 
every state should be called together in Wash- 
ington city, there to discuss what was good 
for the United States. Congress was now en- 
deavoring to hitch the horse at the wrong end 
of the cart. 

Mr. Richards (dem... O.) believed that Presi- 
dent Cleveland was right in attributing to the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman bill the pres- 
ent depression. 

The house then at 5 o'clock teok a recess un- 


til 8 o'clock. 
EVENING SESSION. 


After the recess toa crowded gallery, but to 
a very small attendance on the floor Mr. Curtis 
(rep., Kan.) spoke in support of the Wilson 
pill, but in a conservative manner. He was in 
favor of a ratio of 20 to 1. 

Mr. Broderick (rep., Kan.) spoke in favor of 
bimetallism and prosperity, which terms he 
regarded as almost synonymous. 

Mr. Clark (Gem., Mo.) addressed the house in 
*avor of free coinage of silver. To demonetize 
ornot to demonetize silver was the question 
that confronted congress. There was no sense 
in whipping the devil around the stump. 
{Laughter.] The issue was squarely joined. 
After 6,000 years of wedded life the gold bugs 
asked of congress that the metals should be di- 
vorced at the behest of England, the bully of 
allnetions. One hundred and seventeen years 
agothis country had declared its political in- 
dependence, and some gentlemen had now the 
audacity to believe the time had come when 
ghe should declare her financial independence. 

Atthe conclusion of Mr. Clark’s speech the 
house. at 10:30, adjourned.

Th motioi of Mr. Bland, Saturday next 
was set apart for goneral debate of the Wilson 
bill, instead of debate under the five minute- 
rule. 

Mr. Cooper (dem., Ind.) spoke. in opposition 
to the free coinage of silver. He would rather 
favor a policy which would give the country a 
safe, recognized stable currency than enter 
upon experiments at this time. If congress 
repealed the purchasing clause it would not 
strike down nor kill silver. In his opinion it 
would lift up silver and make it the equal of 
gold. It would strike down the silver industry 
but not the silver money. He then argued in 
support of the proposition to repeal the tax on 
State bans. 

Mr. Alexander (dem., Ala.) advocated free- 
silver coij\age and spoke for a larger currency. 
If some relief were not given to thé country 
there might be trouble. But he did not think 
the repeal of the Sherman act nor the aboli- 
tion of taa. upon state banks would give this 
relief. 

Mr. Sherry (dem., Conn.) opposed free coin- 
age and advocated the Wilson bill. He called 
attention to the fact that whon the ratio of 16 
to 1 was adopted the fight was upon the ques- 
tion whether the ratio should be 15% to t or 16 
tol. Now the silver men did not seem to care 
whether the ratio should be 16 or 20. 

Mr. Cox (dem., Tenn.) argued against the 
pending bill and recounted the hardships to 
whichthe pe»ple of his district had been sub- 
jectec since the war. Never by his voice nor 
his vote would another feather weight be 
placed upon their backs. He was speaking, he 
said, in behalf of the poor colored men of his 
country. The gentlemen on the other side 
might claim control of the negroes, but at last 
the negroes had got to this side. 

Mr. Chickering (rep., N. Y.) asked if that was 
the reason the gentleman spoke for them. 

Mr. Cox replied that he had come to the con- 
clusion that the negroes constituted the best 
part cf the republican party. 

Mr Settle (dem.. N. C.) said that in his can- 
vass he had opposetl the free coinage of silver. 
The furthest that he would go was the coinage 
of the American product. He beiieved that 
every laboring class of his state is not 
for free coinage, but simply for the in- 
crease of the circulation of the country; but he 
was notin favor of an increase of currency 
that did not increase with sound and good 
money. [Applause.] He was in favor of bi- 
metaljlism, he was not infavorof striking down 
silver; but he stood unalterably opposed to the 
free winage of silver inthe absence of an in 
ternational agreement. He would record his 
voteagainst the amendments of the gentlemen 
from Missouri (Mr. Bland) and would vote for 
the Wilson bill. [Applause.] 

EVENING SESSION. 

Inthe evening session Mr. Lauren (dem., S. 
C.) addressed the house in opposition to the 
Wilson bill and in favor of the free coinage of 
silver. 

The republican party, he said, had been 
swept out of power, but the breeze which had 
sweyt it out of power would be nothing to the 
cyclyne which would sweep the country if the 
democrats were unfaithful to the pledges of 
the platform upon which they-had been 
elecded. 

M: McDonald (dem.. Ill.) said that he was 
in fivor of the free coinage of gold and silver 
in my ratio that might be acceptable. But 
the’ government should have the privilege of 
paying every dollar it owed in coin. That was 
theonly method of restoring the parity of the 
twcmetals. 

Mr. Bartlett (dem., N. Y.) said that with the 
meg¢age of the president he was in thorough 
accird. He represented a farming constitu- 
enc, a toiling constituency, a laboring con- 
pe bay a banking constituency. and all de- 
maided that the purchasing clause be unqual- 
ifielly repealed. Without international agree- 
meit there cuuld be but one standard, and he 
wadin favor of that standard and to-day that 
staidard was gold. 

Mr. Stockdale (dem., Miss.) argued that the 
Sterman bill had little todo with the present 
sta@nation of business, but that it was due 
primarily to the tariff. He liked the east, but 
th: people of the south would not forsake their 
ow interests in order to benefit the east or 
thiwest. In 1897 the demoerats would come

Proclamation Issued Calling an Interna- 
tional Conference of Anarchists.

Two Workmen Precipitated Eighty Feet 
from a Scaffold, 

Sr. Lovis, Aug. 22.—Charles H. 
Fredericks and Albert E. Belton, em- 
ployes of the firm of Skinner & Hill, 
galvanized iron workers, met with a 
frightful accident at 9:20 a. m., at the 
new elevator building in course of con- 
struction at Mound and Main streets. 
They were standing on a swinging 
scaffold suspended about eighty feet 
from the ground when it tilted 
and threw them off into space. 
Fredericks fell head first, and was 
killed instantly. Belton struck with 
his left foot first and suffered a frac- 
ture of the leg between the knee and 
ankle and internal injuries.

“THE PRESENT SITUATION” 


The Trump Card Said to be Held by Sena- 
tor Voorhees to be Played at the Proper 
Time—The Free Colnage of Silver Prac- 
tically Impossible at Any Increased 
Ratio of Value—What it Would Cost 
the Government to Increase the Ratio 


to 29 to 1. 

Wasuinaton, Aug. 21.—In-an article 
headed ‘The Present Sitnation,” which 
the Washington Post makes the most 
prominent feature in yesterday's issue, 
it says: nae 

“The free coinage ofa silver ata 
ratio of 20 tol. or at any increased 
ratio, is practically impossible. 

“This is the trump card which Sen- 
ator Voorhees is to play in the senate 
on Tuesday. It is behind this barrier 
that he is to intrench himself. This 
1s to be his explanation for abandoning 
the convictions of a life-time. This is 
to be his answer to those who will 
quote against him his memorable 
speeches made in the past. 

“This trump card has been placed in 
Senator Voorkees’ hand by the adminis- 
tration. Secretary Carlisle who, despite 
all assertions to the contrary, is 
loyal to the president to the last de- 
gree, first gave to Senator Voorhees, ver- 
bally, the data to make good this 
assertion that free coinage is impracti- 
cable. He has gone farther than this 
and has prepared an elaborate letter, 
which the senator will read in the 
senate on Tuesday. In this letter the 
Statement is made that it will cost the 
country between &112,000,000 and $113,- 
000,000 to carry out the provisions of 
Senator Vest's free-coinage bill. 

“It is true there is nothing in Sena- 
tor Vest's bill about recoinage. But 
it does not need a prophet's vision to 
know that dollars below par which 
only the government is compeled to 
take, will drift with alarming rapidity 





into the treasury in payment of cus- 
toms dues and taxes, and thereby add- 
ing to the congestion of the currency. 
Unless they can be recoined they will 
be useless as money, and if there is to 
be free coinage at an increased ratio 
some of the silver financiers in the 
senate must provide the secretary of 
the treasury with over $100,000,009 to 
execute the law. 

“Altogether it would seem as if the 
silver men were involved in a_ situa- 
tion from which it would be difficult 
to extricate themselves. The letter of 
Secretary Carlisle, referred to in the 
foregoing, is as follows: 

TREASURY DEPATMENT, 
OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY, 

: WASHINGTON, Aug. 18, 1893 

HON. DANIEL W. VOORHEES— Dear Sir: Re- 
ferring to our conversation relative to the 
probable cost incidsnt to the change from the 
present coinage ratio between gold and silver 
(1 to 16 for standard silver dollars) toa ratio 
of 1 to 20, you are respectfully informed that 
the number of silver dollars coined since 1873 
aggregates 419.332,450. Without any allowance 
for abrasion and loas incident to melting the 
same the coin value of these dollars at a ratio 
of 1 to 20 would be £333,222, 156, or &84,110,228 less 
than their face value: copper for alloy, #68.2%; 
transportation of dollars to mints, $4,500,000; 
total, $89,741,809. 

The stock of subsidiary silver coin in the 
country is estimated at $77,000,000, which at full 
weight would contain 45.699.875 ounces of fins 
silver. This amount ata ratio of 1 to 20 would 
coin #55,843,902 or $21,156,197 less than the pres- 
ent face value. 

To recoin #77.000.00 of subsidiary silver 
intoan equal amount of fractional coin at a 
ratio of Lto 20 would require the addition of 
13.797.625 fine ounces which at #).73% per fine 
ounce, the average price paid for silver under 
the act of July 14, 129), would cost $17,258,785 
There would t.¢ a loss of ahout 2% per cent. by 
abrasion from the face value. or ahout #1.925,- 
000. I would, therefore, estimate the cost of re 
coining the subsidiary silverin the country at 
a ratio of 1 to 204s follows:

The buildings were open 
but the few people who wandered 
through their vast areas did not find 
much to delight the eye, as nearly all 
the exhibits were covered. 

There were services in Festival hall, 
but no music was given in any of the 
pavilionsand noattraction of any char- 
acter that would tend to draw peo- 
ple was offered. The West Point ca- 
dets gave a dress parade at 6 o'clock in 
the evening, and the place in front of 
the government building where the 
drill took place divided the day’s 
crowds with the attractions of the 
midway. 

The week just closed was a record- 
breaker in the number of visitors— 
709,796—an increase over last week of 
110,768. The average for the week, 
omitting Sunday when but 18,340 paid 
admissions were recorded, is 128,695. 
Saturday's attendance was 169,951 be- 
ing the best day of the fair with the 
exception of July 4, when 283,705 paid 
admissions were registered.

SENATOR HILL SPEAKS. 


He Will Vote for the Voorneses Rce- 
peal Bill. 


But Favors Free Coinage at a Proper 
Ratio. 





Wasuincron, August 25—Mr. Hill 
(Democrat of New York) took the floor 
and began his speech, the opening para- 
graphs of which attracted much alten~ 
tion. 

There were those Mr. Hill said, who 
did not wholly agree with the President 
in his diagnosis of the malady now ofs

The Wind Blew a Gale and 
Torrents Fell. 
A WRECK IN NEW JERSEY. 
Four of a Ship’s Crew Were Drowned 
During a Storm and Much Dam- 
age Is Reported All Along 


the Coast of Jersey. 


New Yok,” Aug. 25.—A_ cyclonic 
storm struck this city juct Lefore mid- 
night. The wind blewa gale and the 
rain fell in torrents. 

The storm was by far the most severe 
experienced in this city this summer. 
There was no thunder and no lightning, 
and there was not the’ brief, heavy fall of 
rain, characteristic of August storms in 
this region, 

Instead of this, after a day of threats, 
manifested in an overcast sky, an occa- 
sional light shower and an atmosphere 
sultry to a painful degree, there came an 
outbreak that startled thuse who were on 
the streets. 

A gentle breeze began te relieve the 
sultriness just before 11 o'clock, Within 
10 minutes it had increased to a violence 
that was calculated to frighten the timid. 
It whistled around every corner; it 
caught every light object, a hat, an uin- 
brella or a stray newspaper, and whisked 
it off. : 

Rain came soon after the wind, and it 
was not a shower, but a deluge. The 
high wind carried the water through the 
air so that its volume was apparently 
greatly in excess of the actual fall. It 
was driven in sheets over the pavements. 
and pedestrians had a hard time of it. 


Four Lives Lost, 

Aspury Park, N.J., Aug. 25,—The 
two-masted fishing schooner, Mary F. 
Kelley of New York, Captain Chris Grat- 
tin of Brooklyn, was wrecked here at 5 
a.m. Four of the crew of 11 men were 
drowned. The others were rescued by 
Captain Edwards cf the United States 
life saving station, at Deal Beach, and 
the volunteer crew of hotel guests. 

The bodies of the drowned men have 
not yet been recovered. The drowned 
men were the captain, mate, cook and a 
fisherman.

Lucas, of South Dakota, and Mr. Hart- 
man of Montana, spoke for free coinage: 
the Jatter intimating that his people 
wouldnot remain protectionists if the 
party failed to observe the bimetalic 
plank,

The house joint resolution as to town 
sites in the Cherokee outlet was reported 
in the senate and an attempt was made 
to have it passed but objection was made 
and it was placed on the calendar, 

A question of precedence between Mr. 
Stewart, of Nevada, and Mr. Peffer, of 
Kansas, as to which was emitled 
to the floor, was decided in favor o7 Mr. 
Stewart, who then offered to yield his 
right if Mr. Peffer desired particulaszly to 
address the senate. Mr. Peffer Gedined 
the offer, but said that he would be very 
much pleased if he could proceed now. 

The vice-president, how- 
ever, took Mr. Stewart at his word and 
recognized Mr. Peffer.

DEMOCRACY AND THE TARIFF. 


Shifty Methods of the Paltering Party 
Now in Power, 

Among the various views taken on 
the duty of the party in power in re- 
gard to the tariff, that of the demo- 
crati¢ Boston Herald is remarkable. 
Ip its forecast of the probable action of 
@ ser20¢rati majority in congress on 
the tariff, the Herald says: “We 
hare little doubt that the ultimate 
policy of the democratic party will 
tend to makea very low tariff. We be- 
lieve this because we have the firm 
conviction that the needs of the coun- 
try will so clearly point this ont as de- 
sirable that there will be no opposition 
toitin the democratic party, and not 
much in any other. It does not follow 
from this at all that an immediate at- 
tempt to bring about a very low tariff 
is cither necessary or desirable. The 
true policy is to act tentatively in this 


matter. An extreme change froma 
high tariff to a very low one is not! 


philosophical or statesmanlike.” 

Certainly it is not: and this is exactly 
what republicans said during the presi- 
dential campaign. But the representa- 
tives of the democracy at Chieago sol- 
emnly declared that any other tariff 
than a tariff for revenue only was un- 
constitntional. Upon that declaration 
Mr. Cleveland was nominated and 
eleeted. If this was not a pledge given 
by the demcecratic party to the people 
to remove all protective duties, what 
was it? 

The fierald shuffles over the question 
with characteristic disingenuousness: 
“A favorite method with those who de- 
sire to make miscbiefis to refer toa 
general declaration in the democratic 
platform of last year against all protec- 
tion. We do not propose now to go in- 
to an examination of how this declara- 
tion was brought about. There were a 
certain class of men who supported it 
in that convention for purposes of mis- 
chief, as there are a few democrats who 
support it now from the same motive. 
Nobody then regarded it as more than 
a generality. The Ierald declared at 
once that it would not be carried ont in 
its letter during the coming administra- 
tion, and I'resident Cleveland was care- 
ful in his acceptance of the democratic 
nomination to give it no indorsement. 
It is a clear case where, in the language 
of the Scripture, the letter killeth. In 
place of it, therefore, we have nota 
doubt that there will be substituted for 
it the spirit that giveth life. The spirit 
of the declaration was tariff reform— 
not tariff reform so precipitate and ex- 
treme as to defeat its own ends, but 
tariff reform that shall give a sounder 
policy to the country as regards reve- 
nue than that which now prevails, 
without attempting to create a revolu- 
tion which the country does not expect, 
and for which it is not prepared.” 

It can make no earthly difference 
how the tariff for revenue only declara- 
tion was brought about, nor is the fact 
that Mr. Cleveland failed to indorse it 
of any importance. He did not and he 
could not repudiate it. As the candi- 
date of his party he was and is bornd 
in honor to carry out the party pledges. 
He has no choice in the matter what- 
ever. 

The Herald certainly errs when it 
speaks of the democracy’s condemna- 
tion of the protective policy as a gener- 
ality. On the contrary, it could not 
have been more direct, sweeping, spe- 
cific and unequivocal. Nor could the 
pledge then given have been made 
stronger. 

The democratic party has been dilly- 
dallying with the tariff! question long 
enough. It has proposed its theories, 
elaborated its goctrines and promised 
its results. On the full statement of 
its programme the people empowered it 
to act. It cannot now retreat. It can- 
not plead that it did not mean what it 
said. It must go ahead with its experi- 
ment at whatever cost, or plead guilty 
to having secured place and power un- 
der false pretenses. 

The paltering and shifty half-way 
course suggested by the Herald would 
be worse than dishonest; it would be 
dishonorable. 

The democracy is on trial. It must 
show whether it is honest or a liar and 
a cheat, and no sophistry can cloud the 
issue. —Albany Journal. 





McKinley's Popularity. 


It isevident that the whole tide of 
public sentiment is in favor of Gov. 
McKinley. He is worthy the confi- 
dence of the whole country. As an 
honest man and a faithful, courageous 
official, as a patriot and broad-minded 
statesman, he stands without a peer. 
But it is not this alone that is swelling 
the tide of popular favor, sure to re- 
elect McKinley by one of the largest 
republican majorities ever given to any 
candidate for governor of Ohio. Demo- 
cratic blunders, democratic fear ‘and 
uncertainty, the utter inability of the 
democratic party, becoming more ap- 
parent every day, to successfully man- 
ace affairs of the government, these 
facts added to the high character of 
the republican candidate, are turning 
Ohio and the whole nation in his 
favor. Destiny points to William Mce- 
Kinley as the coming leader of the peo- 
ple. Noother man was ever so surely 
so far in advance designated as the 
next president of the United States.— 
Toledo Commercial. 





Demecratic Negligence. 

As a part of the democratic reform in 
the patent office, the publication of the 
official Gazette was taken out of the 
hands of the well organized and cap- 
able company which had been doing 
the business and given to poorly 
equipped? favorites of the Bourbon 
commissioner. The resultis that it is 
three weeks bebind time with small 
chance of getting caught up, and the 
six thousand inventors and other regu- 
lar subscribers who are compelled to 
pay strictly in advance in order to get 
the Gazette are complaining bitterly 
over the unbusinesslike and utterly 
wretched arrangement. There is no 
just excuse for a weekly journal of the 
government failing to appear for three 
weeks in this fashion, and it would not 
have happened had not the henchman 
of Mr. Cleveland at the head of patent 
affairs given more attention to politics 
than tothe real and pressing duties of 





his office.—Cleveland Leader. 





A SHARP CONTRAST. 


Republican :Practices as Compared with 
Those of the Democrats. 

A Washington correspondent writes 
that the republicans in congress will 
help the administration in the fight for 
sound money, and declares witb justice 
that their attitude is in striking con- 
trast with that of the democrats to- 
ward Mr. Harrison. The stupid Bour- 
bons have always been a party of ob- 
struction, and they never displayed 
their dankey-like attributes more per 
sistently than during the last two con- 


| gresses. 


To begin with, their efforts to pre- 
vent the passage of the McKinley bill 
were the acme of mulish wisdom. That 
Was a party measure for which no help 
was expected from the opposition, but, 
instead of making a respectable and 
dignified struggle against it, they acted 
like a sulky boy ‘whose greatest need is 
a sound drubbing. The protest against 
the famous Reed rules had its origin 
not in the desire to guard the freedom 
of debate, but in the wish to prevent 
the republicans from enacting con- 
structive législation of any sort. Noth- 
ing terrifies the democratic mind so 
much as the thought that something is 
actually to be done. An eternal ‘‘no” 
is all there is to the democratic philos- 
ophy. 

When it came to the silver question 
the conduct of the obstructionists was 
still more disereditable. The record 
tells the story. First, when the bill em- 
bodying some of Seerctary Windom’ 
views was under discussion a motion 
was made to recommit, with instruc- 
tions to report back a free-coinage bill. 
This motion was defeated, but of the 
116 affirmative votes 102 came from the 
democrats, and they gave only 13 
in the negative. Then they went 
solidly against the original bill, which 
was certainly much safer than free 
coinage or than the substitute That was 
subsequently agreed upon. In the sen- 
ate the vote for free coinage stood: 
Yeas, 43—democrats, 29; republicans, 
14; and nays 24—-democrats, 8; repub- 
licans, 21. This vote was taken on an 
amendment to the house bill, and the 
representatives were then given a sec- 
ond chance to declare themselves. The 
amendment was rejected, but only $2 
democrats are recorded against it while 
112 declared in its favor. 

It was after this campaign for free 
coinage that they went solidly against 
the Sherman bill, and the country can 
judge how much sincerity there is in 
their protestations that they are in no 
wise responsible for that measure. The 
record shows that it was finally adopted 
by the republicans to stave off some- 
thing worse, and that the democrats, 
forthe purpose of making party capi- 
talat the time, were willing to fasten 
upon us the calamity of a debased cur 
rency. 

Itcomes with poor grace now, there- 
fore, for them to appeal so piteously 
for help against their own brethren. 
The appeal of itself shows that their 
former votes were not based upon prin- 
ciple but were in part demagogic, ir 
part an expression of the eternal “no.” 
Fortunately, however,  republicins 
know how to do their duty. They will 
not follow the democratic example and 
vote simply ‘‘to put the administration 
in a hole.” They will not gu wrong 
just to spite their opponents. They 
are men, not a pack of sulky boys.— 
Chicago Journal.
